state's period o! development and 
its .growing maturity 
In his pass-

Little Chance of Rescuing Alive Sixteen 


Workers Entrapped By Blast At 
Horning, Pa.—Three Bodies Recov- 
ered and Two Men Escape. 


PITTSBURGH, Feb. 4.— (By the Associated Press.) — 


Abandoning hope that any of the sixteen miners unaccounted 
for after an explosion in the Horning mine late yesterday 
were alive, rescue workers today sealed off the entry where 
they were entombed in order to smother a fi-ra that has been 
raging for hours and make possible the recovery of the 
bodies. 


Twenty-one men^were at work in that section, two miles 


back in the pit, when the blast occurred. Two escaped alive 
and three bodies have been recovered. 


Announcement that the entry had 


been walled off -was made by C. E. 
Tuttle, president of the Pittsburgh 
"Terminal Coal company, who, with 
other officials of the concern which 
o^ ns the mine, remained at the 
scene thioughout the night direct- 
ing the efforts to reach those in- 
side.

man deliberately chooses to be grov- 
einor in preference to being- senat- 
or." 


Governor Ritchie is Maryland's 


first executive to serve more than 
one term Until 1923, when he was 
re-elected by an unprecedented ma- 
jority, it had been an unbroken 
rule that no governor should be re- 
turned to the executive mansion.

will inspire the young people as 
well as the old." 


The senator pointed out that the 
Nebraska board has ''very little to 
do" . with fixing the date of the 
state fair 
"We belong to a circuit of fairs, 


consisting of the states of Illinois, 
Iowa and the Dakotas" he ex- 
plained. "The dates are fixed at the 
annual meeting held In Chicago in 
December. 


"We have three tram loads of 


stock and other exhibits which ai- 
rive here from the Iowa state fair 
on Sunday Likewise, other stock 
and attractions arrive on that date. 
So the gates must be kept open. 
v'It is unavoidable and If the gates 


were thrown open with no charge 
or police protection, eveiy rough-

'AMOdated PreM)—A heated debate 
over the foreign

flared up In the aenate Wednesday 
during dltcussion 
of the tax bill 
when Senator Howell, republican, 
Nebraska, charted that th« agree- 
ment* amounted virtually to can- 
cellation of the war obligation*. 
Cfialrman Smoot of the finance 
committee, a member of the Amer- 
ican debt commission, retorted that 
In every case the agreement* spec- 
ifically provided for both principal 
and Interest payments and that the 
amounts to be paid had been de- 
termined on a basts of each nation's 
.blllty to pay 
Senator Howell contended that 
computing interests on the foreign 
debts at the rate this government is 
paying on its bonds, the interest on 
-tho BrltUh debt during 
the first 
year under tho funding agreement 
should be more than »200,000,000, 
yet it« actual payment in both in- 
terest and principal 
was fixed at 


$1(0,000,000 for the period 
The accuracy of his figurea based 
on the higher 
Interest 
rate wa» 
challenged by Mr Smoot, who as- 
serted that "if the senator would 
use a S per cent Interest rate, he 
could make the matter look much 
worse1' and thit "if he computed it 
on that basis, he could make it ap- 
pear that we are actually 
giving 
these countries a lot of money " . 
The ' Nebraska 
senator 
also 
charged that the debt commission 
did not follow the principle of fund- 
Ing debts or the ability of nations 
to pay, asserting that Poland had 
been given virtually the same terms 
that -were accorded Great Britain. 
This also was denied by Senator 
Smoot,

SOME PLAIN TALK. 


Former Governor S. R. MeKcIvie m addressing the 


farmers attending Farm and Home -week at Ames, 
la, Thursday indulged in some plain talk. 


If there is any one section in the agricultural belt 


•nhere dissatisfaction and discontent with farm con- 
ditions are felt and expressed, It has been in Iowa 
Acute conditions said to exist in Nebraska's neigh- 
boring commonwealth provided the inspiration for 
the recent gathering jn Des Moines of represent- 
atives of most of the cornbelt states. Most of the 
drive and impetus in behalf Of the program looking 
toward th* creation of a governmental agency for 
the -marketing of surplus farm crops originated In 
Iowa. Numerous bank failures and drastic, sharp re- 
ductions in land values have served to accentuate a 


" condition -which 
confronted 
most of the 
farming 


states in the closing months of 1921 and the early 
part ot 1922, and through which moat of them, par- 
ticularly Nebraska, emerged 
safely and 
roundly. 


Iowa Is now taking the medicine which they took 
throe and four years ago. Nebraska and some of the 
other states in this central west have passed through 
this period- of distress and suffering and in the last 
two years have been enjoying a. period of prosperous 
development. 


At leAst a portion of those Iowa farmers who list- 


ened to the former governor of this state probably 
-wanted words of sympathy and commiseration 
I£ 


they did they may have been disappointed. But what 
they did hear were words of strong encouragement 
of far greater value. Mr. McK»lvie spoke truthfully 
and honestly with reference to the agricultural situa- 
tion in Its general aspects. 


"O hen he said that chickens had come home to 


roost and the farmers' hard luck story had been, so 
well told there had been a. decided reaction In the 
public markets against farm securities he was draw- 
ing a conclusion -nell established by economic fact 
No business can tell the i\orld that it is broke and 
atlll expect a. favorable hearing of Its requests for 
financial assistance 
No Industry can persistently 


and consistently maintain that It Is unable to operate 
successfully and prosperously under present-day con- 
dlf—ins and expect its field to be looked upon as a 
promising source of Investment 
To Insist that ag- 


riculture is facing Impending bankruptcy and In the 
same breatth to expect capital to look upon it as a 
field of 
Investment Is so ridiculously contrary to 


every established principle of economics in business 
and Industry that a, schoolboy should have no diffl-- 
culty in understanding it.

We believe &£<3overnor McKelvie drew a some- 


what unwarranted conclusion from the action of the 
Federal Farm Land Bank board in ruling that farms 
secured through foreclosure shall be charged off at 
the rate of 20 percent a year. That ruling is intended 
to control dividend payments by these banking insti- 
tutions. The Farm 
Land bank ia a quasi-govern- 


mental agency. While the government does not guar- 
antee the stock which has been sold in the institution, 
it does recognize It has been responsible for its crea- 
tion. It feels that Its good faith is in a 
measure 


pledged to It. All that It is seeking to do in pro- 
viding for a chargeoff of 20 per cent a year In the 
valuation of these farms whlcn have been taken over 
is to prevent the payment of dividends upon the basis 
ot -values which nitty not exist 
It is the same rule 


•which any business and Industry would apply and It 
does not affect future loan facilities -which 
today 


recognize only present recognized land values. If 
continued through a period of 5 years, the rule would 
result in a maximum chargeoff of 100 percent, which 
of course would be equivalent to saying these lands 
have no value above the l6an, a statement so out of 
reason it need, not be considered 


Agriculture should be grateful to Mr. McKelvie, 


however, for pointing out the serious results of the 
farm agitation, which has not, however, 
originated 


with the real farmers of this country. 
; 


He is right In voicing his protest against the state- 


ment that agriculture Is broke or that it la going to be 
broke. The farmers of Nebraska are not bankrupt. 
Except in Isolated sections of the. cornbelt conditions 
are satisfactory- Farmers on the whole have regis- 
tered steady Improvement In their financial condition 
The former governor directs attenton to one phase 
of the farm discussion which has in most Instances 
escaRed notice 
He says no credit is given for the 


farm as a home. And yet it is a home It Is a bet- 
ter home than most of his city brethren are able to 
enjoy. It is a home which would cost him at least $1,- 
000 in the city. His food, very largely raised upon 
the farm incidental to his main activities, provide 
him with a living better than his friends in the city 
are able to enjoy. And in the face of this most of the 
farmers are able to put a, little something in 
the 


tank. Most of the farmers recognize their fortunate 
estate, their independence, their opportunities and 
they are not giving serious heed to the 
nostrums 


which the quack farm ddctors are proposing. 


BLIND TELEPHONE OPERATORS. 


From Bloomingville, O, comes an unusual story of 


pleased telephone users who enthusiastically praise 
the service given by their local exchange. Trre giant 
is not a large one nor Is It operated by a corps of 
highly trained workers, but nevertheless it is meet- 
ing the needs of the people in a manner which they 
find highly satisfactory. And the chief reason there- 
for Is declared to be that a blind couple, man and 
•wife, have charge of the switchboard. 


It Is generally conceded that blind people have un- 


usually1 acute hearing, became they must depend on 
that sense alone. That one thing -would seem to con- 
stitute a special qualification for the duties of a tele- 
phone "central". But there is another factor quite as 
important, if not more so. One lacking the faculty 
of vision does not have his or her attention easily 
diverted from the switchboard. 
So the business In 


hand—that of listening for calls and promptly an- 
•werlng them—gets prompt attention. 


Here is a field of employment for the blind which 


might well receive the serious consideration of tele- 
phone managers everywhere. No on* would suggest 
putting "central" service entirely In the hands of 
sightless persons, but a judicious sprinkling of them 
among switchboard employes would probably contri- 
bute to increased efficiency. It would be necessary, 
•f course, in that case to employ different signals 


than light* flashing on and off in front of <he opera. 
turs. 


In the Ohio town mentioned, the pair who run 


the central office have become remarkably keen in 
detecting sources and locations of trouMe on the 
lints, besides being "Johnny on the spot" In giving 
patrons the numbers they want. A lineman testi- 
fies that the blind man told him where to look for 
bad places after a severe storm which had Interrup- 
ted service, and when h* went out ho found things 
out of order at those very places. 
( 
Telephony Is by no means the only field where non- 


seeing men and «om*n can make themselves fit In 
by reason of their highly developed sense of hearing. 
Borne of the world's best musicians and composers 
have been Wind. Piano tuning is 
an occupation 


which offers particular advantages to the sightless. 
It would seem an though people thus afflicted would 
also make-first cltss radio operators and announcers. 


Likewise, there are certain vocations in which the 


deaf should find umple opportunity to exercise their 
qulckened'faculty of sight Edison declares that his 
deafness has been an advantage in laboratory work, 
because it shuts out the distracting noises of 
the 


world around him and made it possible to "hear him- 
self think." People who do not hear or speak have 
open to them such activities as printing, painting and 
cartoon work. Some of them are suceedlng as en- 
gineers, draftsmen, designers and architects. Also, 
there 1> the motion picture operator's trade. 


In the modern world there Is useful work for 


everyone possessing health and bodily vigor, even 
though he be handicapped by the loss of eyesight, 
hearing, or limbs. 


AN UNFAIR TAX MEASURE. 


Some very impressive figures were presented to 


the United States senate yesterday for its considera- 
tion In the debate upon the new tax bill 


Senator R B Howell of Nebraska revealed that 


treasury records show under the present provisions 
of the measure, taxpayers with incomes in excess of 
$100,000 a year, will receive a reduction of $120,000,- 
000 while the remaining 7,293,000 taxpayers in the 
United States -will receive but 198,000,000. The show- 
ing this Is a "rich man's tax bill" can be made even 
stronger when the repeal of the federal inheritance 
tax is recalled. By far the major portion of relief 
under this action is conferred 
upon a very small 


group of very rich people. Less than 6,000 will bene- 
rtt to the extent of J90.000.000 reduction annually. 
The repeal of the gift tax will grant further relief to 
this same class. 


In al), 5,694 taxpayers will receive reductions ag- 


gregating $215,000,000, on considerably more than half 
of the total tax slash contemplated, while 7,293,000- 
taxpayers will benefit to the extent of $161,500,000. 


This Is the "scientific" tax program which has been 


so widely acclaimed in this country. It is so unjust, 
so unfair to the greaf mass of people in this country 
that it cannot hope to survive for any considerable 
period of time 
America has held tenacious!^ to one 


fundamental theory of taxation through the years. 
She has believed that taxes should be based upon'the 
ability to pay 
The man of great wealth has paid 


more taxes because he couk* meet this burden with 
less sacrifice and less hardship than his less for- 
tunate and'less resourceful neighbor. 


Even with the accumulated evidence which Mr. 


Mellon has brought forward to show wealth is^being 
Invested in taxfree securities and business and in- 
dustry is suffering as 'a result, it is 
doubtful 
if 


America is prepared to kicb her traditional theory 
of taxation overboard. In the first place Mr Mel- 
Ion's contentions find strong contradiction In the 
financial markets today. Thvre Is ample credit for all 
of the legitimate and proper business and Industrial 
investments which can be found 
Money has gone 


begging until recent weeks. Banks had more funds 
than they could loan. Interest 
rates were forced 


down. Credit has been reaching out to every venture 
which gave a reasonable hope of success. Mr. Mel- 
lon would not advocate- ventures into hazardous and 
dangerous fields. The capital which he insists has 
been driven out of productive fields because of ex- 
cessive taxation would not seek these sort of ven- 
tures because the men who accumulated this wealth 
are too far-sighted and too well grounded In busi- 
ness and industry to place their eggs in a cold nest. 


The facts are that the present tax bill is a fearful 


Injustice to the great mass of American citizens. It 
may pass this session of congress but some of its 
provisions -will not become th/ permanent expression 
of the American people in the matter of taxation. 


ONE OUT OF EIGHTY. 


Clarence Darrow, Kathleen Norrls, the novelist, 


Warden Lewis E Lawes, of Sing Sing prison, and 
others associated with them, have opened their cam- 
paign in New York state to repeal the law provid- 
ing for capital punishment for aiurder. 


Mr. narrow's argument may be dismissed with- 


out much consideration. It has long been the con-- 
tentlpn of the noted Chicago criminal lawyer 
that 


everybody is a potentlaj murderer and the only rea- 
son he did not kill was that it was not his habit. Mr. 
Darrow believes society should remove the causes of 
bad habits which he thinks -produce murders. Of 
course the argument is so fantastic that it cannot 
merit attention in the solution d* a very practical and 
pressing: problem. Murder and pillage cannot be per- 
mitted to run riot while the public is being educated 
to the standards of orderly and sane living Vicious 
and depraved men cannot be permitted to slay while 
society is attaining this highly idealistic state Mr. 
Darrow's efforts to abolish the drplorable practice Of 
capital punishment go for naught 
because he has 


beeii engaged in defeating justice, ronresented by the 
life imprisonment of murderers. His latest contribu- 
tion In this line was in the Loeb and Leopold case. 


But Warden Lawes did hand the public a morsel 


to think about. 
•» 


Only one murderer in eighty ever pays the ex- 


treme penalty for his crime, he declared. 
Waiving 


the moral considerations involved, It is the inability 
to impartially and fairly administer capital punish- 
ment which makes It a savage and unnsatisfactory 
practice. 
Some juries shrink from the death yenal- 


ty. Others are adamant. Some executives commute 
and pardon freely. Others are less Sentimental. This 
human element in the administration of justice re- 
sults in many shocking injustices. 
Some horrible 


crimes, richly deserving of the most severe punish- 
ment, go unpunished. Others, with extenuating cir- 
cumstances, draw the extreme penalty. It rests up- 
on the sympathies and humanities of juries 
and 


judges to say who say die and who shall live. 


Unquestionably Warden Lawes in correct when 


he suggests life Imprisonment, with n»ver a chance 
for commutation or pardon except in the instance of 
newly-discovered evidence, as a. substitute for capi- 
tal punishment.

MILK AND OTHER GAINIfJp FOODS 


The book buyer and head salesman of one of the big Boston book- 
stores. wer« very cadaverous looking—so thin it hurt one to look" at 'em. 
One day they w«r« telling me about the remarkable sale of my book on 
weight control, and I candidly told them they were darn poor models 
for the nale of any diet bopk. Both of them laughed and Mid they were 
naturally thin. They couldn't setm to gain. I advised them to each have 
a quart of milk delivered to them at the store, and between Mfeala during 
the day. to do away with it; and still, to cat fully as much at their 
meals as they had been eating. I was back there six month* later. They 
had followed my advice and.one had gained U pounds and the other 
15, and both looked very much better and said they f«lt very much bettor. 


Now for your gaining program I want you first-of all to increase 
your raw vegetables and fruit, especially about these containing in 
highest concentration the vitamin B. that is so necessary for the health 
of th« intestinal tract, and therefore for the healthy appatltft and diges- 
tion. You should have a good sited raw vegetable or fruit salad with 
a good helping mayonnaise, cream or French dressing, twice a day. 


.Now back to the milk. In the list of foods second highest In the 
appetite vitamin B., Is milk. You should have at least a quart of milk 
dally in some form. It needn't all be In the form of drinks: but in cust- 
ards, sauces, milk soups, etcetera. Milk has a lot of other things in it 
besides vitamins. A lot. It has the perfect pjrotein for your r«pair and a 
liberal amounts of calcium and phosphorus, so necessary for health (And 
no doubt your diet has been deficient In them ) And one glass of milk 
has 180 calories of energy value in its milk sugar, cream and protein. 
You don't like milk? L«arn to like it. Hakes you bilious? try butter- 


milk 80 C's.. per glass) or some of the acldophilus milks. These are 
especially good to help overcome the putrefactive germs in the Intestines 
and to plant the friendly lactic acid germs. Or, just before you take your 
milk, taku one-halt orange or a good slice of lemon or grapefruit. This 
miy startle-you, for It has long been thought that fruit and vegetable 
acids with milk were a "bad combination But they don't make a bad 
combination. The fruit acids make th« curds of the milk very mugh 
smaller and mdre easily digested. 


* (I'll give you a list of the wholesalers of the acldophilus milk if you 
desire It. Send a self-addressed, stamped en\ elope with your request) 
Stop drinking tea and coffee and have milk or som« milk drink in- 
stead. One of the best gaining procedures I know of la ths exclusive 
rnllk diet. When vou fro to an Institution that applies the milk cure you 
have to stay in bed for three weeks or so and take as high as six or 
seven quarts of milk daily. (Wo have a list of books on the milk diet 
•which you mav have by the request and a self-addressed stamped enve- 
lope.) Of course, the rest helps materially in the gaining process. (One 
can also lose weight on the milk diet—It's an excellent regime but in this 
case ,not over two quarts daily should be taken. One quart of milk Is 640 
calories; skim and buttermilk, half of this )

Still another good gaining Mod Is nuts. We ov«rw«lght«rs can tes- 


tify to that—we love 'em. (We love every thing.) An ounce of the meat 
part of nuts 1s approximately 200 C's. Tou can add two or three ounces 
of the nut meats to your dally diet. You must atio eat mor» of the 
wholegraln breads (or white bread made with milk) and butter, and more 
potatoes ) 
Pon't' try to Increase your calorie* too rapidly and don't try to In- 
crease them by taking an excess of oily .foods becaus« these wilt gome- 
times upset the digestion

However, as criticism Steins to b* 
the parting thought as well as a 
certain degree of sarcasm It might 
be that this particular editorial is 
also open to criticism. 
In the first place is the title "Col- 
onel Mitchell's Martyrdom" correct 
as it might b«? It may bo true that 
he might have be»n a martyr If it 
In considered that his work Is now 
completed 
The only life that It 


is apparent he has lost Is Ms life in 
the army. However, In losing that 
life he gained a far better life to 
carry his Ideal through to comple- 
tion In that he is now a cltlsen wltfi 
right of free speech. There Is, how- 
ever, a posslblllt> 
that Colonel 


Mitchell will be made a martyr by 
the very people whom he Is trying 
to make see the light. That would 
be a most sad martyrdom to be sure 
for there are very few men in the 
army who have "sand" enough to 
come forward and speak the truth 
unflinchingly and then stand by it 
through thick and thin. Throughout 
Colonel Mitchell's court martial It 


may be said that there was ex- 
tremely littl* criticism of his act- 
ions; in fact It may safely be said 
that the country as a whole waa 
standing 
squarely 
behind him. 


Since the president has reduced the 
somewhat stiff penalty of th» court 
martial board, to a form of penalty 
which clearly 
Indicates that the 


board was not entirely right and 
since the resignation 
of 
Ceionel 


Mitchell from the army we see 
a, 
change in the attitude of part of 
the public. 


Instead of still standing squarely 
behind the colonel, since he Is now 
In a position to bring more con- 
certed action to prove his cause, we 
find a certain element of the pub- 
lic now withdrawing from the Im- 
mediate scene of action and with 
their heads up in the air say to 
one another. "Let u«' watch and see- 
what he does now " They are wait- 
Ing to see the colonel make a mis- 
take 
Should he do so you would 


cee them proudly wag their heads 
and say, "I told you so!" Just stop 
a minute right here. Why are we 
not behind this man today as we 
were a month ago. Right now is 
when he needs the concerted sup- 
port of all well thinking Americans 
Give Colonel Mitchell a fair and 
square 
chance to prova hi* con- 
tentions. Do not turn a skeptical 
ear to his statements, but listen to 
him with an unprejudiced ear until 
he has' completed 
his argument 
This affair will not be brought to a

While holding this 
office he rendered efficient service
